This new strategy of closely associating Namibian 
include, besides the two conditions cited above--removal o 
and sharing of power--an effort of military (and even nuclear) cooperation between 
the United States and the racists, and « promise of economi 

Angola in the event it accedes to their demands. In case 
increase of military aid to puppet groups would be planned. 


A statement by the deputy secretary-designate for African affaire makes it possible 
to understand better the U.S. tactic. In « semorandum now made public, 

Chester Crocker says: "We would insist that these two questions (Angole and 
Namibia) are not related, but would effectively reinforce each other as paraliel 


lines of a joint general etrategy.” 


U.S. allies--those industrialized countries forming the “contact group"--have 
remained "skeptical" as to the viability of this policy and have even adopted, 
as “authorized British circles” have expressed, an attitude of great “flexibility.” 


According to these sources, these commtries are preparing a plan “aimed at strengthen- 
ing the UN resolution" calling for a cease-fire in Namibia followed by elections 
supervised by the United Nations. 











The same british sources, cited by REUTER, aleo indicated that because of ite allies’ 
skepticiem, the United States has reportedly softened some of ite pe sitions, 
abandoning ite initial demand for the removal of Cuban troops because of the 
conviction that, once the Namibian probleme is solved, all other issues would 
naturally fall into plece.... 


All these statements from such inconsistent sources as the purported “authorized 
British circles,” or derived from extremely suspect “information leaks” lead us 
to believe that thie entire operation has been intentional and premeditated, 

and that the United States is only trying to sound out eventual reactions to 

ite new policy without assuming any official obligations. 


Thais tactic of calculated “information leaks" ie not even new and has always 
been used to put 4 semi-official stamp on a given political line by resorting 

to indirect methods and thus reserving the right for possible deniale or changes 
in policy--as is now happening--in the event thie line would not be completely 
favorable. 


in the midst of this obvious farce, the greatest beneficiaries continue to be the 
South African racists, whose illegal occupation of Namibian territory can thus be 
eternally maintained because of equivocation and vagueness. The farce also 
benefits the puppets and traitore of the Angolan people, who are thus promoted 

to the ephemeral rank of “stare” in the Western press, acquiring 4 notoriety 
totea.l) unwarranted by real circumstances. 


What is even more curious in this entire affair is that the United States, the 
defender of the sole party in so many pro-Western regimes, should so strongly 
insist on extending power within the legitimate government of Angola to proved 
lackeye of imperialism, or on demanding the removal of Cuban troops, when 
Angolan authorities themselves have repeatedly affirmed that the international ist 
forces would only leave when South Africa ceases to threaten the country's 
borders, or when the United States is refusing to demilitarize or remove nuclear 
veapons from Western Europe under the fallacious argument that the Soviet Union 
is “too close." 


When all is said and done, t' West's prolonged and dilatory actions on the 
Namibian/South African quest on are apparently following the historic parallel 
of the Ierael/Arab world iesue. Both questions are going on ad infinitum, with 
South Africa and Israel pitted against neighboring countries as if both parties 
hold similar moral merit. 


Behind all these maneuvers stands the objective to gain time, playing on the 
calculated possibility that economic difficulties and contradictions, antagonism 
and internal frustrations could, all by themselves, produce the “miracle” 
according to which the destabilization of one or more African and Arab nations 
could delay even further the solution represented by the inevitable agreement.

DISADVANTAGED PRIVATELY RUN HOTELS VERSUS STATE-OWNED

[excerpte) We were trying to find out why the many hotele of the city of Lobito 

in Benguela provide such execrable ;ervice when compared with the situation 2 years 
ago. We were also trying to learn about the activities of the provincial 

EMPROTEL (Hotel Company) in this connection, as wel) as about the indispensabie 
maintenance of such valuable equipment. 


We were also counting on reporting on the endowment of the city of Benguela with 
decent hotels, given the fact that thie city--the capital of a province with an 
annual budget of 200,000 kwanzas--hs only one operating hotel, and a bad one at 
that, since the Mombaka Hotel, an establishment of a certain importance, has 
been closed for repairs. Work has been at a standstill there for a long time, 
despite an agreement with a specialized Spanish firm, which wes either forced to 
stop or forced to leave: opinions differ on the subject. However, with the 
Spaniards or without them, the truth is that innumerable difficulties are thus 
created in Benguela for those who visit the city either for work or domestic 
touris s purposes. 


In the city of Lobito, the situation is quite different. A ccnsiderable number of 
otele are scattered all over the city, offering the most diverse quality of 
services. And here is where we come across a curious phenomenon: state-run 
hoteles, under EMPROTEL control, with all the advantages deriving therefrom, are 
those offering the poorest service, both in material and human term. Such 
advantages encompass, of course, the support they enjoy in the regular supply 

of furniture, foodstuffs, drinks, etc.; in short, everything but efficient 


management . 


Privately-run hotels, on the other hand, are struggling through a crit. 1 situation 
caused by the discrimination imposed on them by the EMPROTEL. While we believe 

that such discrimination is necessary, it should not reach euch extremes, given 
their potential and the common goal that in iteelf justifies the existence of 

both: serve the public. 

















Let's see: privately-run hoteles lack the desired diversity in basic foodstuffs, 
but service in their restaurants, nevertheless, etill exhibite the r‘gorous 
quality demanded of a hotel; there ie an almost total lack of drinks, but their 
bare continue to function on «4 normal echedule, and employees etill await 
customers to serve them some “wineral water” or... 4 emile of resignation. 


To eum up: EMPROTEL has the evailable means, but ite apparatus does not function 
oroperly; privately-owned hotels are vegetating with a few crumbe, but are ready 
to eatiefy demand as soon as conditions permit it. 


That is why we wanted to talk with the Benguela provincial director of EMPROTEL. 
Bus thie is when the wall of bureaucracy, of outdated formalities and the absurd 
wae lifted in our face. The director could not talke without previous written 
authorization from the provincial delegate for domestic trade. In hie office, 
we were told to wait, only to find out half an hour later that he had gone out. 
A phone call in the afternoon informed use that he had left for the province 

of Huambo. We then looked for the deputy delegate. An attractive enough lady 
told us very calmly that if we did not wish to return to Luanda to obtain an 
authorization from the minister, we could get one from the Benguela provincial 
commissioner. Yes, that's true: an authorization from the provincial commier toner 
to meet with the provincial delegate of EMPROTEL. 





As can be easily understood, we believe that this is so absurd that we have chosen 
to make bets on who, consciously and for obviously secret reasons prevented us 
from making the reportage that never was.

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LUANDA PROVINCE SUFFERS BREAD SHORTAGE

{[Excerpte) The supply of bread in the province of Luanda continues to be in- 
sufficient because of the significant imbalance between supply and demand, 
despite the large increase in production registered in recent monthe. 


Armindo Mendonca, director of the Luanda Bakery Company (FPAN) said that production 
has bee. affected by the paralyzation of the Sopao bakery since last January; 

thie bakery is the country's second-most important enterprise in thie field, and 
ite production would significantly increase daily supplies. 


Armindo Mendonca also said that a lack of basic products and a shortage of electric 
power and water are other factors affecting the normal operation of this sector 
and caus d ite paralyzation for a 15-day period during the first quarter of the year. 


Delays in offloading flour and other products in the port of Luanda and their 
distribution to production unite were also stressed by the EPAN director. 


However, Mendonca foresees the normalization of bread production; he stated that 
a considerable shipment of flour is now being offloaded in the port of Luanda, 
while 8,950 additional tons are « cpected soon. 

Referring to the distribution of bread, the EPAN director said that the existing 


38 vehicles used for the purpose cannot meet the needs of transportation, 
technical assistance and other duties.

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FURTHER DETAILS ON DACKO'S BANNING OPPONENTS DISCUSSED

[Text] Paris, 19 Jul (AFP)--President David Dacko has decided to use strong 
measures to counter the disturbances which occasionally affect the CAR capital 
city and to combat urban terrorism, the first action of which is the explosion 
which killed 3 veople and wounded 32 others in Bangui last Tuesday. 


Forty-eight hours after “he bomb attack, the responsibility for which was claimed 

by Dr Iddi Lala on behalf of the Central African National Liberation Movement (MCLN), 
Mr David Dacko banned the movement along with Dr Abel Goumba's Ubangui Patriotic 
Front-Labor Party (FPO-PT). The head of ste*e explained that their responsibility 
was established by the CAR security agencies. 


Ange Patasse's Central African People's Liberation Movement (MPLC) was suspended 
for its sympathies for the FPO-PT and the MCLN. 


In another development, President David Dacko has announced the arrest of the 
leaders and senior members of those movements, without giving their identities. 

He has also announced the setting up of a special tribunal and the opening of 

a judicial inquiry into incitement to disobedience and rebellion as well as breach 
of state security, murders and murder attempts. 


Mr Dacko lastly announced that international arrest warrants would be issued 
in order to locate, arrest and extradite the leaders of those movements abroad 
to the CAR courts. This last measure is aimed at Dr Iddi Lala and Abel Goumba 
in particular. 


As a matter of fact, on Friday Iddi Lala claimed responsibility for the Bangui 
attack in a communique issued in Lagos. It was alew in the Nigerian capital that 
he announced the creation of the MCLN on W December 1980. 


On 12 January 1981, he was received in Tripoli by Col. Mu'ammar al-Qadhdchafi, 


leader of the Libyan revolution. He then returned to Brazzaville in February 
after a series of contacts in Brussels and Bonn. 
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Dr Abel Goumba himself has been President Dacko's principal political opponent 
for 20 years. He ended his iS-year exile to contest the 15 March presidential 
election, which he lost. Ase a senior WHO official in Benin, he directed the 
activities of the FPO-PT from Cotonou for many years. 


Last Friday, reliable sources in Bangui reporfted that he is now abroad. The 
FPO-PT had earlier condemned the 14 July bomb attack in Bangui, explaining 
that blind terroriem could not resolve the CAR's probleme. It aleo blamed 
the action on reactionary forces. 





For his part, Ange Patasse, whose MLPC has been suspended, aleo contested the 
15S March presidential elections without success. On several occasions, he 
has run against Mr Dacko. Once he was charged with breach of public order and 
was detained in Bangui. Later, on 24 November 1980, he was set free. 


Francois Pehou's Independent Reflection and Politicai Action grouping (GIRA), 
which was first to take a stand on the decisions made by Mr Dacko on Saturday, 
recalled its attachment to republican laws, especially ite respect for the 
constitution, in a communique issued in Paris on Sunday. 


In compliance with that principle, it says, the GIRA condemns any act of violence 
as a means of solving the political problems of the country. It similarly 
condemns arbitrary action as a principle of government. It condemns the creation 
of a special tribunal, which recalls tho dictatorial practices of b'»od-thirsty 
Bokassa. 


On 16 July, the GIRA deplored the Bangui bomb action and expressed the view chat 
desperate acts can only lead the country into a most chaotic situation.

{Text} The agency of the Bank of Central African States (BEAC) in Chad, a currency~- 
issuing authority, reopened ite doors in Ndjamena Wednesday, thus marking « first 
and very important stage toward what seems to be normalization of the economic and 
financial situation in Chad. 


This step was decided upon some weeks ago by the committee of sinisters of the five 
member nations of the BEAC (Cameroun, Central African Republic, Congo, Gabon and 
Chad), meeting in Libreville. 


The branch in Ndjamena, closed since the beginning of hostilities in March of 1980, 
has some 14 billion CPA francs, some observers say. 


The president of the Transitional National Union Goverument (GUNT), Goukouni 
Oueddei, also signed, again on Wednesday, a decree authorizing the o »ening of the 
International Bank for Africa in Chad (BIAT), which will become the agency in Chad 
of the International Bank for West Africa (BIAO). Finally, the GUNT decided to de- 
clare a moratorium for the banking establishments in Chad which were victims of 

the war. 


It can only be hoped that this normalization will slow the tremendous traffic in 
foreign exchange in which the citizens of Chad are engaging, precisely because of 
the closing of the currency-issuing authority (LE CONTINENT, 10 June). Another sign 
of detente was the lending, again this same Wednesday, of an Air Afrique DC-8 cargo 
plane, arriving from Paris, at the Ndjamena airport.

[Text] The trip which Comoran president Ahmed Abdalah Abderanmane is presently 
making to a certain number of friendly countries (see LE CONTINENT of 15 June), sev- 
eral days before the OAU summit, is in some sense a last chance attempt to consoli- 
date his regime, terminally threatened since the election in France of President 
Mitterrand. 


Mauroy's government is being careful not to make any declaration concerning che 
Comoro Islands, or even the “French territory" of Mayotte, and on the contrary, 
everything leads one to believe that France will not invervene more directly in the 
internal affairs of the African countries, whatever their regimes. 


Yet the constant positions of the Socialist Party have always been hostile to the 
Comoran regime, the product of a coup d'itat organized by French mercenaries. The 
test of off. ai French intentions should not, however, be long in coming. In fact, 
the government should reach a decision in several days on the case of the former 
minister of foreign affairs, Mouzaoir Aldelah, who fled from Moroni 1 June. 


Mouzaoir, who affirms his intention to conduct a campaign against the Coroman regime, 
took refuge in Madagascar, where authorities do not seem included to grant him the 
status of a political refuge which he requested from them. The Malagasy government, 
which has essentially frozen its relations with the Comoros since the 3 August 1979 
coup d'etat, prefers not to interfere in the archipelago's internal affairs. 


For their part, the different opposition movements in exile have been stepping up 
political and diplomatic initiatives since 10 May. 


Unikon (Union of Comorans), which has close ties with the French Socialist Party, 
even intends to send a delegation to the OAU meeting in Nairobi, where the main 
office of an allied organization, the United National Front of Comorans (FUNK) is 
located. Moreover, the National Committee for Public Safety, created by former 
ambassador frem the Comoro Islands to France, Said Ali Kemal Ed-Dine, in 1980, has 
been launching a sensitization operation directed at French opinion these days.

[Text! Two agreements were initialed Saturday at the Ministry of Economy and Com- 
merce ([MEC] by Lonte Guerra, the MEC director of foreign exchanges and Nikifor 
Stafanov, the head of the Bulgarian Ministry of Foreign Trade. 


These two agreements, on commercial, the other relating to economic and ecientific- 
technical cooperation between our two countries, were signed following negotiations 
between the Bulgarian delegation, which stayed in Madagascar since 8 June until 
today, and the Malagasy side. 


Ae far as the trade agreement is concerned, emphasis was put especially on the 
development of direct trade and on the promotion of exchanges between the two coun- 
tries. Everything concerning transport was formulated in general terms, however, 
the Bulgarian party displayed interest in subsequently concluding a specific agree- 
ment between the oversight ministries of our two countries.

The Bulgarian delegation suggested three possibilities for the subsequent signing 
of these two agreements: either during the DRM [Democratic Republic of Madagascar] 
ambassador's trip to Moscow at the time of his forthcoming trip to Bulgaria, or by 
a Malagasy ministerial delegation which will come to Sofia, or by the Bulgarian 
ambassador who will shortly have his residence in the DRM. 


At Saturday's ceremony Leonie Guera did not fail to thank the members of the jul- 
garian delegation for -neir discreet as well as effective effort put forth in order 
to arrive at this initialing of the two agreements. These agreements concretize 
once again our overall policy, more especially as at this time of world economic 
crisis, int rnational cooperation is a vital necessity, especially for us who are 
a developing country and who need technology and capital in order to exploit our 
great potential wealth in order to complete its development.

PRESIDENT INAUGURATES NEW SUMATEX AND POWER PLANT IN TULEAR 
Tananarive MADAGASCAR-MATIN in French 12 Jun 61 pp 1, 2, 4 


[Text] Yesterday the president of the Democratic Republic of Madagascar, Didier 
Rateiraka, inaugurated the “South Madagascar Textile” plant--SUMATEX-<and a JIRAMA 
[Malagasy Electricity and Water Company) electric power plant in Tulear. 


The event is of importance when one knows that SUMATEX constitutes the most important 
public corporation in all Madagascar and that its construction is a great step for- 
ward for wresting the southern region out of underdevelopment. This region is one 
of the most disadvantaged of the island owing to environment and climatic conditions 
on one hand and owing to the fact that it was overlooked and neglected during the 
colonial and neo-colonial period on the other hand. 


In any event, the South will not be forgotten by the Revolutionary Authority. Presi- 
dent Ratsiraka was said to have emphasized this. “The South figures," he said, “among 
the first born of the Revolutionary Authority, as the many achievements, the many 
projects and the inauguration of this magnificent industrial plant attest." 


The president of the RDM, moreover, did not really give a speech. He conversed 
instead; he shared his meditations and his thoughts with the thousands and thousands 
of persons who came to attend the inauguration. He spoke from the heart, and he 


spoke the people's language. 


He spoke from the heart by reaffirming his revolutionary faith, his faith in the task 
which must be accomplished. From the heart also when he deplored the depraved and 
corrupt state of mind seen in our country and when he called for sincerity, candor, 
loyalty, fraternity and solidarity from the entire progressive Malagasy people. But 
he also spoke from the heart when he declared himself ready to punish and deal 
severely with all those who work against the interests of the Revolution, against 

ali Judases and Simon Peters who betray the cause of the Revolution and of the march 
toward progress of the nation and the people, whatever their ranks, their wealth and 
their position, if the people give proof of this treason. 


He spoke the language of the people, since the president sprinkled and illustrated 
his “thoughts” with vivid examples that are commonplace with this people whose rights 
and interests he defends and whose hope, reason to live and supreme justice he bears 
and represents. Thus, the president took the examples of the cowboys to exhort the 
population to solidarity for its own defense against the “dahalos" and the cat le 
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rustlers and against the capitalises who corrupt the forces of order and justice and 
who monopolize the wealth and make the law to the detriment of the majority working 
people.

1979 and that the works began in the month of June 1980. The cost of this industrial 
plant, which is capable of producing 15 million meters of textiles per year and which 
requires 26,000 tons of cotton annually, amounts to 8 billion. Ite capital is 2.4 
billion, 58 percent of which belongs to the Malagasy state. 


The management and administration of this corporation are entirely carried out by 
nationals. Foreign technicians are working there, however. SUMATEX employs 1,200 
workers, but this is oaly an initial stage. 


As for the Presicomex of Tulear faritany, Jean Baptiste Ernest, he was said to have 
mentioned all the Revolutionary Authority's achievements in the faritany. Especially 
the CUR [expansion unknown], a sugar refinery, telecommunications, direct television 
and the indoor gymnasium. He also mentioned projects such as STAR [expansion unknown) 
and SAKOA [expansion unknown] carcoal. 


In closing, he affirmed Tulear faritany's support for the Revolutionary Authority and 
this faritany's desire » go ever forward on the path of socialism mapped out by 
President Didier Ratsiraka. 


Minister of Economy and Commerce Justin Rarivoson was the third speaker. He emphasized ~ 
straight away that the presence of such a large crowe means many things. “The achieve- 
ment of the plan,” he continued, “is an undeniable fact.” 


He mentioned SAKOA charcoal and stressed its importance for our national economy, 
because, he said, not only does SAKOA charcoal constitute a supply for industry but 
its exportation is also a source of currency.

[Interview with members of the Progress and Liberty Party, by correspondent Alain 
Gordon-Gentil: "We'll Soon Be Present on the Political Scene"; the 27th of May, 
198); place and occasion not specified) 


{Text} Without anyone realizing it, the Progress and Liberty 
group has, within a period of 2 montis, gradually started to win 
room in Mauritian politics. Composed of about ten individuals, 
including Sunil Banymandhub, Phillipe Blackburn, Mervyn Coombes, 
Pierre Dinan, Robert Bigaignon, Germain Comarmond, and Phillipe 
Forget (Jr), the Progress and Liberty group even got to join 
the ideological debate. 


Several days ago, the group invited the public to a conference 
which will be held today at the banquet hall of the Plaza, to 
discuss, among other things, the possibility of a new political 
direction...and that at a time when the PMSD [Mauritian Social 
Democratic Party] was experiencing violent upheavals.... 


In this interview, the members of Progress and Liberty size up 
current Mauritian politics and the role they hope to play in the 
political arena. 


[Question] Gentlemen, it would seem that events are somehow speeding up your 
action. Set up as 4 political reflection and action group, it might be supposed 
today that the looming battle has suddenly drawn closer as a result of the recent 
upheavais within the PMSD.... 


{[Anewer} I think we qust firet of all clarify something very important: the 
meeting that we scheduled at the Plaza Friday, where we will speak of the "New" 
Political “Force,” was scheduled @ore than 3 weeks ago, therefore well before 
the MSDE experienced all ite upheavals. We must also mention that our Friday 
meeting, apart from the theme of "New Political Force," will include a first 
and very important part of our program, which is the presentation of a document 
on unemployment and proposals for the creation of jobs. 
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[Question] Then, what's going on within Sir Gaetan Duval's party leaves the 
"Progress and Liberty" group absolutely cold? 


[Answer] Yes, to a certain extent. The internal quarrels of that party concern 
only ite ruling body. We pursue our course and what happens within the PMSO 

has nothing to do with it. We should also say that we believed it necessary to 
introduce an exchange of ideas concerning this new force because for several 
weeks, knowledgeable editorialists, commentators and numerous sympathisers all 
express the same opinion: namely that there currently existe a political woid 
and they want to know where we stand in relation to it. These are questions that 
are always asked and about which we would like to have a frank discussion. It's 
absolutely essential that the public not get the idea that we are a substitute for 
the PMSO. It's not a question of that. We follow our own course of action. 


[Question] Many people have wondered: What, in the final analysis, distinguishes 
Progress and Liberty from PMSO? What is your response to that? 


[Answer] The people, first of all! Next, the ideas and the measures that we 
advocate, which are certainly more socially oriented than those of the PMSD. Add 
to that the fact that the PMSO has always been a one-man party. A sort of king 

and his court...moreover one still senses this today. Something which we certainly 
are not. We are a team which believes in the same thi 4 and works toward it: 

the future of this country which is ours and which co..cerns us all. We musn't 
forget that the MSDP is a party which reached its apogee in 1967 with 44 percent 

of the vote and which, ever since, has continued curving downwards, securing 16 
percent of the vote in the 1976 elections. Us, we're brand new. 


{Question] Are you satisfied with the road that P&L has travelled since its 
creation, two months ago? 


[Answer] Absolutely. Unlike the entire political class, we're not politically 
active on a full time basis, since each one of us has his occupation; considering 
the little bit of time that we've had available until now for political involve- 
ment, I think we've accomplished some serious work which, in view of certain 
reactions, has hit a sore spot.... 


[Question] More concretely, how would P&L react if municipal elections were 
called tomorrow? 


[Answer] Without a doubt, we would line up our candidates, our team. We must 
emphasize that in this particular case, it's more a question of administration 
than of political ideology. 


[Questia] From your very first press conference, you have loudly proclaimed 
that you preached social democracy. By its very acronym, the PMSO claims to 
occupy this territory. Ien't that one of the things that you have in common 
with the PMSO? 


[Answer] Absolutely not. There's nothing social democratic about the PMSO 
except its name. Its political actions certainly don't reflect this ideology. 
This party has taken actions that speak for themselves. It was present at the 
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center of government when the elections were postponed. It hase been behind 
coercive measures during a very dark period of our country's history. The PMSO 
cannot claim to be a social-democratic party. 


{Question} What's the definition that P&L gives to social democracy? 


[Answer] It's contained in a very simple definition: social progress for all 
and the reduction of inequalities by economic development, all this while giving 
to fundamental freedoms the full importance they deserve. 


[Question] And if it was to be asserted that what you call social democracy is 
in fact nothing but liberal capitalisa? 


[Answer] If by capitalism you mean to claim the primacy of those who possess 
financial capital, that is not us. Wor if by capitalism, you aleo mean those 
who possess the capital, labor, idea and initiative...We are capitalists if by 
that is meant that those who possess the ideas and the initiatives are as, if 
not more, important than those who possess the monetary capital. Since we're 

on the subject, we mustn't forget that estate capitaliem itself is aleo a reformed 
capitalien. 


[Question] Progress and Liberty is fond of saying that the problem of Mauritius 
could be resolved by changing personnel. For you then, the structures that rule 
us are the right ones? 


[Answer] We've already said that the problem of our country is a problem of 
people. Which doesn't mean we consider all the structures immutable. But today, 
in 1981, it's the personnel, not always with eood intentions, who misuse the 
existing structures. To give two concrete ¢ .mples: we have no reproaches to 
make, on the contrary, against parliamentary democracy and the mixed economy, two 
principal features of our institutions. We would not like to see a 
state-controlled economy in a “popular" democracy...in the pejorative sense, 
naturally. Still with respect to institutions, we are nevertheless against the 
present electoral system and we'll have occasion to speak of this during ovr 
Friday conference at the banquet hall of the Plaza. 


[Question] Don't you think that within your group you lack the populist element 
so necessary for the communication of any message, whatever its nature? 


[Answer] Better not to make any judgment on the matter. We've only been in 
existence 2 months, but you'll soon see us on the scene. Give us a little more 
time. But, here, we would like to clarify something. It should not be thought, 
as there is too great a tendancy to do, that populism means demagogy. This has 
too often been the case with existing parties. What is perhaps one of our mos: 
important concerns is the removal from politics of anything demagogic: that is, 
appeal to the basest instincts, the glib promise. It's one of the things that 
most harms our people. In fact, the word populist is too pejorative. It brings 
to our mind an image: that of the PMSO outside the coalition of 1973, promising 
the duty-free zone that it had formed, so as to regain its popularity. That's 
what's called populism. Populism can be leftist as well as right-wing. We see 
it as promoting fascism as easily as marxism. We prefer the word popular. 
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{Question} People often speak of the P&L as being a group of “drawing-room 
politicians”... 


[Anewer}] If by saying we're drawing room politicians, they mean that we're not 
politicians “hand in glove with corruption,” then yes! We are drawing-room 
politicians. However, we still need to know which drawing room we're talking 
about. There is that of the poor man and that of the rich man. For us, the 
word “drawing room" remains a symbol representing a place where people can meet 
each other or exchange ideas in a civilized manner. Our ambition is to break 
out of what you call the “drawing room" to reach the masses who are found 
eleewhere. We have a perfect right to express our opinion of what we call the 
irresponsibility of certain politicians. We know very well from whom this 
accusation of drawing room politicians comes. We say simply: perhaps we are 
drawing room politicians, but certainly not of Louis XVI's drawing room! 


[Question] The best way to combat, as you put it, the absence of politicians is 
still to throw oneself body and soul into the battle. What step remains to be 
taken so that the P&L organizes itself as a political party? 


[Answer] By our actions, we have already totally .ommitted ourselves to politics. 
We must now wait for tomorcow's meeting at the Plaza. We're also waiting to 

gauge the popular “feeling.” Starting tomorrow, we will know whether our wishes, 
proposals, and ideals are shared by the population. We don't want to make lightly 
a decision as important as that of organizing ourselves into a political party. 

We must sense the existence of a popular current which impels us to organize 
ourselves. 


[Question] In the Mauritian political context, where do you stand ideologically? 


[Answer] Dogmas are prisons. These last 10 years, the island of Mauritius 

has been politically mobilized by way of an ideological debate which is entirely 
sterile. We make our presence felt, as you have been able to observe through the 
press, in the debate of ideas. We advocate a type of society where the individuals 
while preserving his fundamental freedoms, manages to work for the common good. 

A sort of synthesis of private preferences with the common interest in mind. 
Within this particular philosophical perspective, we seek by our action to act 

in a pragmatic fashion, to find solutions to concrete problems which our country 
faces. We must also clarify thet we've been present in an ideological sense 

in the press, because it was quite necessary to respond to those who, obsessed 
with marxism, have tried to classify us. One thing is clear. We're not 
Marxists!

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PURPORTED 'SECPET' DOCUMENTS ON U.S.-PRETORIA NAMIBIA TALKS 
Maputo NOTICIAS in Portuguese 14 Jun 81 p 1 


[Text] Secret documents relative to the most recent conversations between the 
United States of America and Pretoria, held in Washington, testify to the profound 
reluctance of the “apartheid” government to abandon Namibia. 


According to documentation from the U.S. State Department, the South Africans-- 
described as "grouchy"--"are extremely reluctant to accept any solution which will 
favor the assumption of power by a SWAPO Government in Windhoek." 


Furthermore, the leader of the puppet UNITA Government is seen by the RSA [Republic 
of South Africa] as "a shock absorber for Namibia." 





Pretoria “believes that Savimbi wants the south of Angola." According to the State 
Department's comments, “having supported him up to the present moment it will damage 
the honor of the South African Government if Savimbi is injured." 


The Americans still believe that "we can expel the Soviets from Angola. ..whether 
Nujoma wins or not." 


In the documents, which also shw the positions of Chester Crocker, American assis- 
tant secretary of state for African affairs, Crocker affirms that it is necessary 
for the United States of Amer‘ca to open "a new chapter in its relations with South 
Africa." 


"In these documents it stands out that the U.S. executive branch is trying to divert 
attention from Namibia by presenting a pretended Angolan question." 


"We must use Namibia to throw the Soviets out of Angola,” they declare. 


At another point the documents reveal that the U.S.A., even as it is worried about 
the deterioration of its relations with “our European allies and Black Africa," 
insists that “there is an empirical relation between the definitive independence 
of Namibia and the Soviet and Cuban permanence in Angola." 


According to the same documents SWAPO is considered the indisputable winner in any 
possible free election. However, the South Africans are “convinced that SWAPO is 
Marxist." "“Nujoma will nationalize everything and will cause a general uprising and 
a civil war involving South Africa. We (the South Africans) will then have to in- 
vade Namibia, as well as other countries." 
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For the United States “the Russian flag in Windhoek is unacceptable for us as well 
as for you." However, Crocker and the South Africans are in disagreement about the 
nature of SWAPO. The Americans “believe that we can put the Soviets out of Angola... 
whether Nujoma wins or not." How, then, to convince South Africa? Perhaps with 
"the normalization of our military relations (limited in the last 3 years); perhaps 
reexamining the American refusal to supply enriched uranium to South Africa until 

it signe the nonproliferation treaty, or opens itself to inspections; certainly 
working "to do away with the statute of impertinence before the world." 


Crocker emphasizes the American desire to “open a new chapter in its relations with 
South Africa," which will be able to recognize that this period represents the best 
channel." However, it also wishes a "more explicit commitment" for an internal 
change in South Africa"--which apparently he is not gett ing. 
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JOURNALISM COURSE RESULTS IN LARGE NUMBER OF FAILURES « 
Maputo NOTICIAS in Portuguese 14 Jun 81 p 3 


[Text] The low level of scholastic preparation of the pupils enrolled in the 
course is at the bottom of their poor showing in the School of Journaliam in Maputo 
which yesterday finished its first year of classes. 


This training center opened in the middle of last year with 37 students and was to 
go into the second year with only 19 students because the others were not prepared 
to go on, having been failed for that reason. 


On the balance sheet of the two beginning sevesters of the first course in the 
School of Journalism it was concluded that in addition to the low level of scholas- 
tic achievement of the pupils the fact that there was no criterion for select ing 
them also contributed to the results which have now appeared, since the pupils did 
not feel motivated for the profession they were to practice in the future. 


A 2-year journalism course is offered there; studenuts were selected by the Ministry 
of Education and Culture from among the pupils who will complete the sixth grade. 
Throughout the course the pupils receive not only technical and professional train- 
ing but also general courses so that at the end of the 2 years they will graduate 
with knowledge equivalent to ninth grade preparation in addition to the basic 
journalism course. For this purpose the teaching staff is made up of professionals 
from Information for the technical and professiona! disciplines and personnel from 
the Ministry of Education and Culture who teach the disciplines of a general nature. 





In this field, according to information offered by responsible parties in the School 
of Journalism, there were also problems since in the case of the teachers of general 
disciplines the MEC [Ministry of Education and Culture] was in an impossible posit ion 
for responding adequately to the sehool's demands. There were moments when there 
were no teachers for certain disciplines, which also was reflected in the final 


degree of improvement. 


Another problem observed throughout the first teaching year was the lack of con- 
nection between the school and the nation's information organizations. 


At the same time, according to statements by one of the school officials, it is hoped 
in the future to create a closer connection between the students and Information be- 
cause it is the latter which the school claims to serve, and in that sense it suet

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MEASURES TO INCREASE COTTON PRODUCTION URGED 
Niamey LE SAHEL in Prench 17 Jun 81 p 2 





{Text} Self sufficiency in food, the priority of priorities, muet be understood in 
overall terme and carried owt in integrated fashion in relation to two other goals 
of the five-year plan: the establishment of the development of society and the 
effort to achieve economic independence. 


Self sufficiency in food presumes an increase in grain productioa through greater 
productivity, and in the medium time range, improvements in the standard of living 
for the rural sector. 


This intensification cannot be achieved except through the rational use of agricul- 
tural facilities the acquisition of which depends on the existence of the necessary 
financial resources. This is the reason for the importance of income crops, in- 
cluding cotton, which cannot of course be developed except in the regions of Gaya 
(Dosso), Guidan-Roumdji and Madarounfa (Maradi), the Ader valleys, Doutchi-Maggia 
(Tahoua) and, naturally, the hydroagricultural improvements in Maggia and Goulbi 
Maradi. 


Once regarded as an export crop, cotton has now been integrated in our industrializa- 
tion process: 


~The state has just made very considerable efforts to recover the NITEX, now the 
New Nigerien Textile Company, which has an annual capacity of 1,800 tons of fiber, 
or 4,800 tons of unginned cotton; 


On the technological level, cottonseed oil could be produced on the basis of the 
reconversion of one of our three oil plants which are currently having difficulty 


obtaining supplies of peanuts; 


~The national private sector is beginning to emerge with the establishment of the 
SONIPAC [Nigerien Blanket Manufacturing Company (Maradi) |}. 


Self sufficiency in food is also supplemented by the production of animal proteins 
thanks to our pasturage. But the vicissitudes of weather force us to maintain a 
strategic supplementary stock of »~‘mal feed made up 80 percent of cottonseed. The 
present level of consumption is pout 6,500 cons, or the equivalent of 12,000 tons 
of unginned cotton. 
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Decennial Agreement 


Since 1965, we have had a decennial agreement signed by our government and the 
CFDT [French Company for the Development of Textile Fibers), whereby the latter 
solely renders services (paid for by the Price Support and Equalization Pund of 
Niger) and technical advice (support for the staffing of production). 


Three ginning plants (Madaoua, Maradi and Gaya) with a capacity of 20,000 tone of 
unginned cotton have been built. 


The price for purchase from producers has steadily increased (55.47 france in 1977- 
78 to 62.56 france in 1980-81), and since 1979, plant health treatments have been 
fully subsidized. 


But despite the effort made and the need for this production, the situation has 
continued to deteriorate (11,129 tons in 1975-76 as compared with 2,854 tons in 
1980-81). 


it is time for all cadres on all levels to become aware of the advantages of cotton 
production, and in this connection, our goal remains the satisfaction of our domes- 
tic demand for cottonseed and cotton fiber, totaling about 12,000 tons, for two 
reasons: 


-To strengthen the second aspect of the program for achieving self sufficiency in 
food, to wit animal production; and 


-To contribute to self-centered and self-m.(ntained development through the Launch- 
ing of industrialization (SONITEXTIL, SONIFAC, Oil Plant). 


Support of the Season 


To achieve this goal, e gradual advance involving a harvest threshold of about 5,000 
tons of unginned cotton is to be guaranteed for the 1981-82 season. 





To achieve this, the following steps will be taken during this season: 


“The price to the producer will be increased from 62 to 80 france per kg for rain or 
irrigation-watered cotton and 72 francs per kg for cotton grown on dry land; 


~Establishment of 50 percent cotton, 50 percent grain rotation during the winter 
fodder season for the AHA, where the soil and weather conditions are favorable; 


~Staffing of production through the structures of the AHA projects and administrative 
bodies; 


-~Offering training and refresher courses for cadres in cooperation with the CFDT, the 
national cotton production coordinator and the structures mentioned above. 


To this end, the administrative authorities and technical cadres in the departments 
of Dosso, Tahoua and Maradi are urgently requested to support this consciousness 


raising campaign. 
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FINAL COMMUNIQUE OF FIRST GENERAL ASSEMBLY OF SAMARIA

Other participants in the sessions included the directors and department heads of 
the Ministry of Youth, Sporte and Culture, as well as inspectors and heads of divi- 
sions, and cepresentatives of other sinistries and e~ioprofessional associations. 


Several highly placed civilian and military leaders, members of the Supreme Military 
Council (CMS) and the government honored the opening session by their presence. 


At the conclusion of three days of exchanging viewpoints and experience and pro- 
found reflection, the assembly sessions produced the following resulte: 


In the realm of general policy, the g neral assembly hailed the initiative as well 
as the efforts of the CMS and the government to complete the organization and struc- 
turing of the Samaria with a view to allowing them to assume their gultiple functions 
in all realms of national life fully and efficiently. 


The general assembly set forth the guidelines for the activities of the Samaria, to 
wit, the continuation and strengthening of their actions in the realm of security, 
vigilance and defense of the national territory. 


Since the Samaria constitutes one of the pillars of the development society, and 
since it is aware of the unceasing effort made by the CMS and the government to 
achieve self sufficiency in food, the National Samaria Movement will support all the 
programs designed to achieve this goal, not only through its own production, but 
also in connection with an intensive campaign of education and consciousness raising. 





The National Samaria Movement undertakes to develop ite program of youth exchange 
and various work sites with a view to etrengthening fraternity, @utual aid and na- 
tional solidarity. 


Through ite cultural and athletic clubs, the Samaria will be ceaselessly vigilant 
in order to safeguard our cultural and artistic heritage, respect for our social 
values, a6 well ae the civic and patriotic training of the citizens of Niger. 


With a view to expanding ite social scope, the National Samaria Movement has etudied 
the meane of recruiting for auxiliary poste for which the candidates could be recom- 
mended by ite offices. 


The general assembly also endorsed the recommendations of the Diffa seminar, par- 
ticularly those pertaining to the accelerated training of permanent and voluntary 
cadres for the sponsorship of youth activities, and the establishment of a national 
youth development fund, which would be financed by the resources obtained from the 
activities of the Samaria itself, ase well ae donations. 


After examining the ways and means to ensure the success of the programe of the 
movement, the general assembly studied the material problems pertinent in this 
connection. 


Thies included travel means on the level of the national and regional councils, 
adequate teaching equipment to allow them to undertake rural, construction, develop- 
ment and public health projects. 


Where financial means are concerned, the general assembly expressed the hope for a 
real state subsidy for the Samaria. 


The general assembly also approved the bylaws which will govern the activities of 
the national Samaria movement. 


Notable amor, other points was the establishment of a national Samaria council made 
up of five representatives from each of the southern regional councils, together 
with the Samaria delegates abroad and the members of the executive council. 


The national council is headed by an executive board of 21 members, structured as 
follows:

In the President's Bill, the Inspectorate 
would be responsible to the Managing 
Director and the NNPC Board. The Senate 
insisted that the Inspectorate should be 
independent of the NNPC itself. and trans- 
ferred it instead to the office of the 
Minister. The Senate also demanded that a 
schedule for annual audits be written into 
the reorganisation legislation and not left 
to the discretion of the NNPC executive. 

These differences do not appear to 
indicate any serious conflict between the 
President and the Senate over the NNPC 
reorgamsation. A leading member of the 
Senate Petroleum Committee said that he 
understood. and appreciated, the Execu- 
tive's point of view and that the Committee 
is well aware that the president's appornt- 
ments must be people in whom he has 
confidence and who will represent his 
views. The Senate is not out to challenge 
Presidential authority over the NNPC, but 
to see that this authority 1s tempered by the 
influence of the National Assembly. As in 
the United States. whose Constitution had 
so much on the new Nigerian Constitution. 
the Executive and Legislature are elbowing 
for position.

ARMY ESTABLISHES AIR MOBILE DIVISION

{Text} An air mobile division has been established by the Nigerian Army, the 
General Officer Commanding the Third Armoured Division, Major-General G. 0. Ejiga, 
announced in Calabar on Sunday. 


Major-General Ejiga who was exchanging views with Governor Clement Isong of Cross 
River State said the new division would be air mobile and is part of the re- 
organisation now going on in the Nigerian Army. 


He told Governor Isong that the 13 Infantry Brigade stationed in Calabar now 
becomes part of the new division. Its name has now changed from 13 Infantry 
Brigade to 13 Portable — rigade. 


Welcoming the change, Governor Isong suggested that a separate landing strip be 
provided for our military planes in Cross River State. 


What worries the people of the state, he said, was the fact that air force planes 
were using the civilian airport in Calabar and members of the public were always 
gathering around to take a look at the planes. 


Governor Isong complained that the Calabar Airport was always teeming with 
visitors “some of them even carry cameras to take pictures. We don't know 
whether these people are Nigerians or foreigners who come to spy on us." 


Major-General Ejiga agreed with the governor's views and confirmed that he saw 
some people at the airport holding cameras as his plane touched down. 


At this stage, newsmen covering the General's visit were asked to leave, while 
the governor and his guest continued discussions in strict privacy.

INDUSTRIAL PRODUCTION SAID STILL TOO LOW 
Lagos BUSINESS TIMES in English 29 Jun 81 p 1 
[Article by Dapo Ajibola] 


[Text] Export promotion in Nigeria is still a thing of the future. This is 
because almost all Nigerian manufacturers are operating at full capacity and 
until there is an increase in the present production capacity there may not be 
enough made-in-Nigeria goods left for export. 


This was the view expressed by Dr. Michael Omolayole, the Chairman of Lever 
Brothers (Nigeria) Limited at an interview with the BUSINESS TIMES last week. 


Export promotion is an area to which all manufacturers should address themselves 
because of the size of the Nigerian market and the economy of scale that comes 
from there, he said. 


It is easy to stretch marketing operations to include export promotion but 
there are however many problems to solve before this laudable objective can be 
achieved. 


First, everything must be done to help manufacturers operate effectively and 
make industries efficient so that they will be able to be cost competitive. 


One area that calls for a great deal of attention from the government is the 
infrastructural services. Many manufacturers generate their own power and water 
supply which sharply increase their production costs. 


The other area in which the government should help is in reducing the bureau- 
cratic procedure for obtaining customs drawback. Presently this takes a long 
time. 


To be able to have more production capacity, companies have to invest more money 
and this can only come from the profit they generate. 





Whenever therefore, price increases are necessary for local manufactured goods 
through which profit could be generated the government should approve these 
without delay, he advised. 
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One other way by which the government could encourage export promotion is by an 
annual award to the company that makes the best contribution to export since 
manufacturers are starting from home base unlike in some advanced countries 
where some industries are established solely for export purposes. 


Many of Nigerian made products that find their way to ECOWAS countries are 
unrecorded foreign trade but the situation Nigerian manufacturers should be 
considering is that of recorded foreign trade. 


Talking on his company's effort at increasing its production capacity, the 
chairman said that a new detergent plant was opened at Aba last year while the 
one at Apapa has been expanded. These two actions had led to a reasonable 
capacity in meeting local demand. 


The domestic market for detergent is fairly big but the per capita consumption 
is low when compared with consumption in developed countries. Therefore there 
is still room for growth if the economy remains bright. 


The total capacity of detergent production in the country is over 75,000 tons 
which is the present estimated market demand. 


A Federal Government Agency, the Nigerian Export Promotion Council (NEPC), is 
however, currently examining critically the inducements already provided to 
Nigerian exporters to ascertain whether or not they are sufficient to make an 
impact on export performance. 


This was the message delivered to a group of prospective Nigerian exporters at 


the Council's Secretariat last week by the Chief Trade Promotion Officer (Public 
Relations) of the Council, Mr. Albert A. Adun.

PRICES REPORTED UP IN LAGOS IN JANUARY 
Lagos BUSINESS TIMES in English 29 Jun 81 p 1 


[Text] The Central Bank's all—items retail price index for the Lagos area 
(November 1974 = 100), rose by 5.2 per cent in January, to 388.2, the bank has 
said in its Monthly Report for January 1981, just published in Lagos. 


Compared with the position one year earlier, the January 1981 figure represented 
a 30.4 per cent increase in the price index. 


The increase was to a large extent due to the sharp rise in price index for food, 
particularly staples. The food index rose by 6.6 per cent above the December 
1980 level. Compared with the position in January 1980, the increase was 41.5 
per cent. 


The index for the staples sub-group alone increased by 11.6 per cent in one month 
and a staggering 82.4 per cent over the twelve month period from January 1980, to 
511.1 (Nov. 1974 = 100). 


The other sub-groups of the food index also increased--meat, fish and eggs by 
1.4 per cent in January and 26.1 per cent over 12 months; oils and fats and 
vegetables, fruits and nuts by 1.7 per cent and 5.9 per cent respectively in 
January. The last two sub-groups however showed decreases of 1.8 per cent and 
3.5 per cent when compared with the positions in January 1980. 


The other components of the Retail Price Index increased more moderately while 
one even decreased. 


Beverages and drinks rose 3.0 per cent in January, fuel and light by 0.5 per 
cent and clothing by 2.6 per cent. The tobacco component decreased by 11.8 per 
ent. 


ve Consumer Price Index for the whole country which is prepared by the Federal 
Uffice of Statistics (FOS) is still many months behind. The last month for 
which data is available is September 1980, and this had shown a rise of 7.4 per 
cent in the All Urban Income Groups Index over the first nine months of 1980.

{[Text] Malam Garba M. Wushishi has just completed an assessment tour of the 
4130 ,000,000 Federal Oceanic Terminal in the Rivers State and Sapele Port in 
Bendel State.

A draft of 13.5 metres capable of accommodating vessels up to 55,000 deadweight 
tons capacity is in the work package.

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TANKER JETTY COMMISSIONED AT ATLAS COVE

{Text} The 25 million Atlas Cove Tanker Jetty, a joint venture between the 


Nigerian Porte Authority (NPA) and the Nigerian National Petroleum Corporation 
(NNPC) wae commiesioned last week. 





According to the NPA, the complex comprises of, apart from the jetty, 4 storage 
depot with total capacity of about 112,700 cubic metres and « pump station. 


The depot ie the thirteenth one to be commissioned out of the sixteen whose con- 
struction by the NNPC started throughout the country in 1977. These depote, 
according to the Managing Director of the Corporation, Mr. 0. Lolomari, together 
with their associated pumping stations, form an essential part of the 00 
kilometre length of petroleum products pipeline system which traverses the whole 
country. 


WHPC's total investment in the entire depots project to date is about 8259 
million. 


The jetty was developed purposely to reduce congestion at the Lagos Port and 
increase operational safety of the port by changing the point of importation of 
petroleum product from Apapa Wharf to a jetty and land storage facility at the 
cove. 


The jetty is provided with the necessary equipment and facilities for the 
imported petroleum as well as distributing products from the local refineries. 


it is expected that the depot will etore up to 100,000 tons of products at « tine 
and about 1,100,000 tons per annus. 


Before work started on the project in 1978 the Pederal Military Government 
directed the NNPC and the NPA to investigate ways and means of reducing the 
scope of the works originally planned at the complex to an acceptable level of 
cost. 


The review when completed put the cost at 822,492,239 exclusive of contingencies. 
But the final contract cost, yet to be retified, is unlikely to exceed

[Joint communique on the official visit to Senegal of Brazilian Foreign Affaire 
Minister Ramiro Savaira Guerreiro, iseued in Dakar on 16 June 1981) 


[Text] The minister of foreign affairs of the Federative Republic of Brazil, Ramiro 
Savaira Guerreiro, and his wife, paid an official visit to Senegal from 15 to 17 
June 1981 at the invitation of the minister of state for foreign affaires of the 
Republic of Senegal, Moustapha Niasse, and his wife. 


Ramiro Savaira Guerreiro was received in audience by His Excellency President Abdou 
Diouf of the Republic of Senegal, to whom he handed a message of friendship from 
His Excellency President Joao Baptista de Oliveira Figueiredo of the Federative 
Republic of Brazil. On that occasion, the Senegalese head of state conferred on the 
minister the rank of Grand Officer of the National Order of the Lion. 


He wagalso received by Minister of State for Equipment Adrien Senghor. 

During the visit, His Excellency Ramiro Savaira Guerreiro and His Excellency Mous- 
tapha Niasse conducted private talks at the end of which the latter was awarded the 
Grand Medal of the Rio Branco Order on behalf of the Brazilian head of state. 

In that context, they underscored the exemplary nature of Senegalese-Brazilian rela- 
tions which indicate the undoubted political determination to have a fruitful 
cooperation between two countries presenting similarities in many spheres. 


The two ministers also presided over the third meeting of the Joint Senegalese- 
Brazilian Commission which took place from 15 to 17 June 1981.

Talks were held at all levels in the cordial atmosphere of frienship and understand- 
ing which has always prevailed in relations between Brazil and Senegal. 


In the course of these various talks, both delegations examined in depth the various 
spheres of their cooperation. In this connection, they expressed satisfaction with 
the fruitful nature of that cooperation which stands as a model of trustful relations 
between Third World countries. 


On that subject, they stressed the need to boost trade between their countries, diver- 
sifying and expanding it to achieve a balanced trade, arid the need to strengthen 
Senegalese-Brazilian cooperation in other spheres. 


With that in mind, both sides said that they attach great importance to strengthen- 
ing the bonds of friendship, cooperation and solidarity between Brazil and Senegal, 
and between all the developing countries of Latin America and Africa bordering on 
the shores of the same Atlantic Ocean. They emphasized that, as a zone of peace and 
prosperity, that ocean must help to attain these goals. 


At the end of the meetings, the two parties ap ~oved the final report on the Third 
Session of the Joint Commission. 


Addressing international issues, the two delegations analyzed the situation in 
Africa, particularly the hotbeds of tension existing in the African continent which 
are an obstacle to the progress and stability of the African states. 








With reference to the situation in southern Africa, the two ministers of foreign 
affaires expressed their strong indignation in view ot the continuing racist practices 
in that region and they vigorously condemned the policy of racial discrimination, 
particularly the apartheid policy of the South African Government and the unlawful 
occupation of Namibia. On that subject, both delegations expressed their hope to 

see the Namibian question settled as quickly as possible along the lines of the plan 
recommended by the United Nations organization. They reaffirmed their active soli- 
darity and support for the fighting people of Namibia. 


Reviewing the Middle East situation, both heads of delegation expressed their deep 
concern regarding that issue which constitutes a constant threat to the peace and 
security of the world. In that respect, they stressed the urgent need to find an 
overall, just and lasting solution for that problem, a solution which will include: 


~-recognition of the inalienable rights of the Palestinian people, and particularly, 
the establishment of an independent and sovereign Palestinian state under the PLO's 
sponsorship; 


~-Israel's withdrawal from all the occupied Arab territories including the Holy City 
of Jerusalem, cradle of themajor revealed religions; 


— the right for all countries in the area to live in peace and security. 


Both ministers also deplored the foreign intervention to which Afghanistan has been 
subjected. They underscored that such an intervention runs counter to the Afghan 
people's wish to be independent and to the Charter of the United Nations. 


In view of the crucial problem represented by the continued worsening of conditions 
of trade between developed and developing countries, the two ministers reaffirmed 
the need for solidarity among all nations and the need to restructure world trade 
introducing a new international economic order based on justice and fairness and 
answering mankind's desire for progress. 


Both ministers also said that Brazil and Senegal set great store by horizontal coop- 
eration between developing countries, a cooperation based on friendship, on mutual 
respect and on the defense of mutual interests. 


His Excellency Minister Savaira Guerreiro deeply thanked his Senegalese counterpart 
for the cordial welcome and friendly hospitality extended to him, to his wife and 
to his accompanying delegation during their stay in Dakar. 


Both delegations were pleased with the atmosphere of perfect understanding and friend- 
ship which marked their talks. 


His Excellency Minister Ramiro Savaira Guerreiro invited the minister of state for 
foreign affairs to pay an official visit to Brazil. Minister Moustapha Niasse accept- 
ed this invitation with pleasure and the date for it will be determined late’ through 
diplomatic channels.

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DIOUF: MEETINGS DO NOT SOLVE THIRD WORLD PROBLEMS

[Report on interview with President Abdou Diouf by Chico Dias in Dakar; date not spe- 
cified) 


[Text] Dakar--President Abdou Diouf of Senegal does not believe that solutions to 
the problems afflicting the so-called Third World or the search for a new, more just, 
and more humane economic order can be successful through meetings such as the North- 
South dialogue, which is scheduled to take place in Mexico this October with partici- 
pation by 25 countries. 


Actively involved in the front line of his country's politics, he has seen attempts 
of that kind being made since the start of the 1970's without any direct senefit for 
Africa. After those meetings, Senegal remained poor, and increases in aid did not 
keep pace with the increase in difficulties. Today as then, Senegal is still facing 
all kinds of problems in its efforts to grow--problems ranging from the progressive 
desertification that is devastating a large part of its territory to the alarming 
increases in the level of impoverishment among its population, with all the conse- 
quences generated by such a structure. The hoped-for help did not materialize from 
those meetings, and today Senegal is continuing to borrow money at high rates of in- 
terest from French banks and from other countries to pay its civil servants and carry 
out the minimum indispensable projects for its development. 


Even so, President Diouf does not disbelieve in the possibility of an understanding 
between rich and poor countries for overcoming the difficulties of the so-called 
Third World. He recommends, for example, the establishment of a new “worldwide in- 
dustrial geography” as a solution to those problems. 


In an interview granted to O ESTADO DE SAO PAULO in his country's capital, President 
Abdou Diouf analyzed the problems being experienced by Senegal and Africa, the situ- 
ation in the developing nations, the North-South dialogue, and other topics. 


Here is the interview in full [only the first question and answer are included]. 


[Question] “What line of action does Senegal's new government intend to pursue in the 
area of foreign policy, especially in relation to the countries of the so-called 
Third World?” 








Besides, we often forget that official travels are testing and far from being pleas- 
ure trips. Therefore, when the president of the republic decides to go ion a trip it 
is because he has no other alternative. It is easy to imagine that he has many 
things to do here at home; his aides should know something about that! 


In fact, those who speak of the head of state as always being between two fights are 
trying to make the Senegalese people think that it is all a waste for the country 
while it is the exact opposite. 


Are Abdou Diouf's opponents underestimating him? So far one cannot accuse him of 
making any political mistake. If his travels were one, he would have avoided them.

[Text] After the resignation, 15 days ago, of 600 members [of the Senegalese Demo- 
cratic Party], an event reported in this newspaper by the APS [Senegalese Press

[Text] Production of cinnamon, Seychelles’ second most important cash crop, is 


now being stepped up by Seychelles Agricultural Development Corporation with the 
aim of eventually tripling output. 


According to Mr. Maxime Delpech, Sadeco's general manager, this target can be 
reached, thus earning more foreign exchange for the country. Domestic problems, 
however, are preventing the iamediate expansion of the industry. 


Firet of all, said Mr. Delpech, although the Seychellois are talented cinnamon 
croppere, it is hard these days to recruit workers to the industry because there 
are 80 many other activities through which people can earn their living. 


"We have got cinnamon plante growing wild 411 over the place; it only remains for 
people to remove the bark and take it to the processing factory,” Mr. Delpeck said, 
adding that a market is alwaye available for cinnamon products. 


Sadeco's cinnamon sector presently employs some 50 workers and ite cinnamon kiln 
at Grand'Anse, Mahe--the biggest in the country--processes some eight tonnes of 
cinnamon bark a week. The kiln can be enlarged to cater for increased input from 
abundant plantations, found mostly at Sane Souci, Grand-Anse and Hangar. 


Since it took over production of cinnamon bark from state land in January this year, 
Sadeco has sold 35 tonnes of dried bark, almost half the total of 75 tonnes sold 
by Seycom, the sole exporter of the country's products. 


Sadeco is thinking of reestablishing small-scale factories to process locally some 
of the cinnamon bark and leaves. At present all the bark is exported raw and the 
leaves thrown away. The leaves, after processing to extract their oil, could be 
made into compost, useful to agriculture .--SAP

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NEGOTIATIONS FOR IMF LOANS IN PROGRESS

[Text] The Tanzanian government has just launched negotiations with the IMF with a 
view to a financing agreement to last three years, Tanzanian Minister for Finance 
Amir Jamal has just announced. 


Mr Jamal has just provided a breakdown of the 1981-1982 budget, but he did not an- 
nounce the amount of the loans being negotiated. However diplomatic sources in 

Dar es Salaam indicate that Tanzania hopes to obtain loans in the amount of 500 
million dollars from the IMF. A first standby loan for two years granted last Sep- 
tember in the amount of 225 million dollars was suspended after the Tanzanian 
government demonstrated its inability to carry out its foreign debt repayment goals, 
but also because of the uncontrolled increase in its public debt. 


This program was “based on the estimates of the Tanzanian administration," Mr Jamal 
admitted. Experts estimate that the deficit in the country's balance of payments is 
likely * total 200 million dollars this year and to pass the 500 million mark next 


year. 


And this estimate takes into account the total volume of foreign aid from which the 
country is benefiting. 


An analysis would seem to indicate that the Tanzanian economic difficulties are cur- 
rently beyond the control of the local administrators. 


Despite a drastic reduction in its oil consumption, since Tanzania is consuming less 
oil than in 1973, the bill for imports of crude oil accounts for 60 percent of the 
country's exports. In addition, drought and floods have harshly affected agricul- 
tural yields, with the commensurate aggravation of the trade balance difficulties.

NEW AIRPORTS CONSTRUCTION--Dar es Salaam, July 4--Tanzania is to construct 
several new airports, Communications and Transport Minister Samwel Sitta 
announced here yesterday.

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GUERRILLAS FILL VOID IN COUNTRY'S NORTHERN DISTRICT

{Text] On 24 June, as reported earlier, « message about a bloody massacre by the 
Ugandan army at the Ombaci mission of the Verona Fathers, a few kilometers outside 
the district and provincial capital of Arua (in Uganda's West Nile Province), 
reached Nairobi where the OAU summit conference was just getting under way. UN 
Secretary General Waldheim, the keynote speaker, lodged a personal protest with 
President Obote of Uganda. The International Committee of the Red Cross, under 
whose protection the mission was, after being converted into a refugee camp, 
abandoned its customary restraint and in Geneva made known details of the 
massacre. Obote and his administration played down the mass aurders and claimed 
that the mission had afforded the guerrillas protection and supplies. 


Intertribal Eomity 


Earlier during the struggle against Amin in the spring of 1979 and after the 
guer~illa invasion and the Tanzanian-Ugandan counteroffensive in October 1980, the 
mission had sheltered countless refugees. Beginning in January 1981 it became the 
Red Cross home base for Arua District. At the end of May when Tanzanian troops 
began pulling out of West Wile Province, the situation quickly deteriorated once 
the poorly trained and undisciplined Ugandan army assumed responsibility. Within 
a month there were at least 50 deaths among the civilian population following 
looting, personal revenge killings and rapes committed by a handful of Ugandan 
troops egged on by some officers. Foreign observers in Kampala estimate that 
altogether 1,000 to 1,200 civilians have been aurdered by soldiers in Uganda's 
northern province. The primary motivation seems to be a “craving for revenge” on 
the part of the army which is composed mostly of Acholi troops, against the West 
Nile tribes among whom Idi Amin traces his descent. The Acholi and Langi are 
avenging the genocidal liquidations that Amin formerly ordered on their tribal 
comrades in the armed forces who were considered as “unreliable.” 


The army's undisciplined behavior in the sorth worsened again in the last week of 
June. Almost all high-ranking officers preferred to remain in Kampala. Supplies 
of rations, fuel, uniforms and other secessities to the north stopped. Three 

weeks ago soldiers in bases in the sorth started to gutiny. In disorganized bands 
they abandoned their isolated bases and headed for Arua where they looted, opened 
fire and raped the women. Shortly after the departure of the Tanzanians the 

guerrillas of the region, who somewhat exaggeratedly call themselves the "Northern 
Regiment ," had returned and occupied Arua since the troops had abandoned the city 
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which had been looted clean twice since last October. At this time there were 
from 8,000 to 10,000 refugees at the Ombaci mission. The rest of the district's 
population had either taken to the bush or had fled to Zaire, as earlier they had 
fled to Sudan, The Red Cross had placed the mission under its protection as a 
refugee camp and even had persuaded the guerrillas to abandon their positions 
outside the mission, Inside the mission non-armed guerrillas were put up. But 
these were only a handful of wounded guerrillas being taken care of as provided 
for in the Red Cross convention. There was a much larger number of soldiers. On 
Wednesday, 24 June, the Ugandan Army launched its counteroffensive on Arua and on 
guerrillas in the vicinity. 


Once they were driven off some 300-400 soldiers attacked the mission. While most 
“only” took part in systematic looting, a group headed by a fanatical officer 
opened fire on the refugees and threatened the mission'a approximately 20 foreign 
assistants. When the brief assault was over, there were 55 dead on the inside and 
another 30 dead on the outside of the mission. More than half were women and 
children, 


Identification With the Guerrillas 


Ugandan army chief of staff, Brigadier Ojok, who visited the mission a few days 
later, admitted, contrary to the administration, that the army had acted 
unjustifiably and had violated the International Red Cross convention. Today the 
entire district north of Arua is unpopulated. The army has only its position in 
Arua. The north is under the sway of the guerrillas. All the international 
organizations have departed. Besides the Red Cross, a French and a German medical 
team have also left. Today the district does not have a single doctor. Because 
of the looting there are no medicines of any sort left. Even a team of experts 
from the United Nations Development Program (UNDP) has departed. Today the 
situation looks worse even than in last October. 


Although earlier the guerrillas kept at least 50 kilometers away from Arua, they 
have now come back to within 5-10 kilometers of the city. They consist 
exclusively of troops from the West Nile tribes. They also consist mostly of 
former Ugandan Army troops from before and during Amin's reign of terror. But 
they have no connection or affection for the former dictator now residing in Saudi 
Aravia, although the press and the government labels them as mostly “soldiers of 
Amin." They have their old weapons and some new ones taken from the Ugandan 
Army. Presently it appears that any supplies worth mentioning from Sudan have 
dried up. The guerrillas get what they need from the people living in the bush 
who have no choice but to pay this tribute. But since the guerrillas behave far 
more orderly than the army and mainly since they do not attack their own tribal 
members, they are viewed more favorably. 


General Insecurity 


In accord with the wishes of the Ugandan Government the Red Cross would like to 
dispatch a medical emergency team back to Arua, especially since the district 
currently has no sort of medical assistance program. But it is demanding 
protection and guarantees from the government. The chief concern is whether the 
government can control its own army and the latter's thirst for revenge in the 
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north, The massacre at Ombaci was not the only one such, but it was the worst 
attack since the shootings Last autumn. Similar incidents--lootings, rapes, 
ransackinge of homes--including shootings of civilians have been repeatedly 
reported from other sectors of the country, but chiefly from Kampala and the area 
around the capital, The goverament and Obote himself have repeatedly asserted 
that once the Tansanians left (only about 1,000 of their police have stayed behind 
in Kampala) the various guerrilla govements would pose no threat to security. But 
it is increasingly the army itself, as should have been anticipated, that has 
become a problem. It is to blame for the fact that gore than 2 years after the 
overthrow of Amin the population still cannot live in safety.

[Text] Gonetruction work on Uganda's third cement factory at Bududa in Mbale 
Dietrict will etart in the near future, the minister of industry, Dr Adonia 
Tiberondwa announced over the weekend. 


He was addressing the people of Bududa who turned up to welcor> him when he 
visited the area where limestone deposits have been discovered ao. confirmed. 


The sinister was conducted round the hilly area and briefed by the regional 
geologist, Mr Sam Kamuhingo, who carried out the prospective studies and drilling. 


Tiberondwa said the idea of building 4 cement factory at Bududa was first 
initiated by the UPC government in 1967 and serious studies and drilling was 
done in 1968. 


He assured the people that if studies which have been revived and are still 
going on reconfire that the quantity and quality of ligestone are adequate, work 
on the new factory will start immediately. 


According to Kamuhingo, detailed exploration work was carried out successfully 
by the department of geological mines and survey on Bushiribo hills. 


There are four bodies of the deposits, two of which on the northern and western 
zones have been explored and found to be containing approximately 28 million 
tonnes of limestone each. 


The southern and eastern bodies have not been studied yet although there are high 
expectations of similar estimated smount of ligestone deposits. 


The deposite which are about 50 (eet deep have an estimated lifespan of forty 
years at an average of 400 tonnes of cement daily. 


Tiberondwa said the government would send experts from overseas to Bududa to 
carry out further feasibility studies and advise the government about what steps 
to take next.
